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THE WESTERN PACIFIC

HE Western Pacific is actively preparing to start the 


construction of it line in earnest. A call has been 


made for contractors' bids for the Feather River section; 
that is, from Oroville to Beckwith pass, which is the most 
costly part of the work. Prospective bidders have been 
over the. ground and studying the surveys. 
Their bids 


are to be submitted this month and will be forwarded to 
New York where the company's headquarters are estab- 
lished^ to, be acted upon by the directors. 
, - The company has also bought fourteen blocks of land 
along .the levee within the limits of the city of Marysvllle, 
•which: will be used for yards, shops, offices and freight 
sheds. It is represented that division headquarters will 
be "established"'there also. If so, it will add materially to 
the prosperity of Marysvllle and greatly increase its future 
importance as a railroad center 


It is understood, also, that plans are .being considered 


for the construction of boats and the establishment of 
freight and passengers ferries between San Francisco and 
Oakland.: ..The company has nearly 140 acres in.the latter 
city, fronting on deep water in Oakland creek and ad- 
joining the freight yards and marine railway of the South- 
ern Pacific Company. One set of boats will be constructed 
for "the exclusive transportation of freight cars across 'the 
bay. Smaller, lighter and swifter boats will be built for 
the carrying .of passengers from one ferry landing to the 
other in at least twenty minutes. The Oakland slips will 
be located in a well-sheltered place where smooth water 
will 'always exist, no matter how rough it may be on the 
bay or hard a storm may be raging. There will, therefore, 
never be any difficulty in making a safe landing in any 
condition of tide or weather, which is regarded by those 
interested in the 'Western Pacific as a decided advantage 
over any of the o'ther transbay ferries, whose slips are all 
.exposed to the southerly gales. 


MORE PANAMA TROUBLE

IJE Panama Canal will doubtless be. constructed, but 


at the rate difficulties accumulate there is no telling 


when it will be completed. It is disclosed by the resigna- 
tion of .Chief Engineer Wallace that there has been more 


'friction as to matters of policy between President Roose- 


velt and, Mil-. Wallace. At the time of his acceptance of 
the. position of chief engineer, it is understood 'that Mr. 


.- Wallace insisted that he was tp be left free to map out his 


own .policy and free to pursue it. 


It was not unnatural that the chief engineer should as- 


sume such an attitude. If the great work should be a suc- 
cess he desired the credit that would properly belong to 


'him. But if, on-the contrary, it should be a failure he was 


willing to be responsible for it. Under such circumstances 
his reputation would be at stake and there would be pres- 
ent every incentive 'to exercise the whole of his ability. 
The first canal board, or a majority of its members, agree.l 


"-; to leave Mr. Wallace unhampered in determining engi- 


neering 'questions, but when the new board was appointed 
it refused to be bound by any such understanding, 


The result was that friction speedily arose' between 


'the board and the engineer. President Roosevelt took 
the board's side and forced "Wallace to resign. There is an 
.intimation that President Shouts, since appointed, may find 
himself irf such a disagreement with the President that he 
will also retire. Altogether, there appears 'to be a large 
amount of stubborn bungling in the management of the 
canal problem.'. Some of the bungling, indeed much of it, 
.may.be traced to-President Roosevelt. He does not seem 
to have a. clear comprehension of the things that are nec- 
essary to make the undertaking the success it should be. 
.His first board was a dismal failure, and there is no as- 
surance that the new one is any better. Apparently every 
body is dissatisfied,-and demoralization in the canal dis- 
trict is not improbable. In this condition of things it looks 
like it would be wise to find some one who knows how to 
construct the canal and then let him do it.

excavation will be paid for by the 
board next fall when the taxes are 
collected. 
State 
school 
money 


available only for the payment 
of 


teachers' salaries, while the money de- 
rived from the regrular levy will be 
available for any purpose to which the 
board wishes to use it. 


The illegality of the 
bonds 
is 


matter of regret on every hand. The 
schools when they adjourned for the 
summer were all crowded and from 
the rapidity with which the city is 
growing it is certain that next year's 
attendance will far exceed last year's 
record. Just what the board will do 
with Ihe overflow from the buildings 
is a question. It is probable however 
that n building or two will be rented 
to provide additional sittings. 


Unless another special election 
is 


held it will be practically two years 
before the new building will be built 
and by that time it will be necessary 
to put up a much larger structure than 
the one upon which work will he stop 
ped this morning^ 


To legally carry the bond issue un- 


der the existing staute it will be neces- 
r-ary to secure 850 votes. Whether I 
'vll be possible to get this many vot- 
prs out at a school election is a moot- 
fd question. 
/ 


"There ip no question," said County 


Treasurer Boyd yesterday, "that the 
school bonds are illegal. The statute 
is unusual!/ explicit in its terms pro- 
viding that a majority of all 
the 


electors qualified to vote must pass 
favorably upon the issue before it can 
be authorized by the board." 


Last evening the school board spent 


the best part of two hours wrestling 
with the pi oblem. 


Three alternatives presented them- 


selves to the board. 


The first considered was the holding 


of another special election to be held 
at the same time the municipal bonds 
are voted upon, and endeavor to se- 
cure the required vote of the district. 
The board thought favorably of the 
matter and will probably later decide 
to adopt this method of unraveling the 
tangle.

A second solution which was dis 


cussed was-.to test the legality of th 
bonds by bringing rnandanus proceed 
ings against the county treasurer. Thi 
was practically decided upon and lega 
steps will doubtless be taken in th 
near future. 


The third remedy offered was to taki 


the matter befoie the next session o 
the legislature and

amended, but as this will keep the 
district out of the much needed new 
school house for tno years, one of the 
other courst-i! suggestprl will probably 
be taken. 


District Attorney Craig was present

doubt that tlie bonds -were illegal, but 
suggested that a. mandamus seeking to 
compel the county treasurer to sign 
them would bring the matter to a legal 
ssue 
The board asked that the pro- 


ceedings be brought by Mr. Craig, but 
that gentleman informed the board 
that as district attorney he would be 
obliged to represent the county treas- 
lerer and suggested that they engage 
egal talent lo carry the matter into 
court
